A BLOOD-STAINED STATE. 


The Recent Crimes and Outrages in IIl!- 
nois--Justice a Sloth. 
Bpecial to the Post-Disvatca. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., August 28.—Frem the 
letters received by the State officers within 
the past few days itis believed that anun- 
usual degree of indignation and apprehension 
is caused by the late terrible crimes commit- 
ted throughout the State and by the trifling 
progress made toward bringing the guilty to 
punishment. Inthe terridie outrage com- 
mitted on Miss Bond, in Christian county, 
there are no important developments. The 
latest arrest made, that ofthe private soldier, 
O’ Neill, brought back from Columbus, Ohio, 
by Detective Page, does not seem to amount 
to anything, and it is stated that he will be 
set at liberty. Considerable doubt is be- 
ginning to be entertained about the guilt of 
Montgomery, Pettis and Clementi, now in jail 
at Taylorville, and the fact that Miss Bond is 
reported much worse and not now likely to 
recover leads to the impression that bo sa- 
tisfactory legal punishment is likely to follow 
that unparalleled crime.

Terrible Riot in India Between the 
Hindoos and Mahommedans.

The Cérpsed “Horritly Disfigured—The

India. 

CaLcuTta, Augus: 28,—Fearful rioting be- 
tween the Hindoos and Mahommedans has 
occurred at Salem. Three Mahommedans 
have been arrested. An eye-witness of the 
disorders says he saw the disemboweled 
body of a Mahommedan infant lying on the 
ground. Tie: armis were also torn off. The 
headless corpses of Mahommedan men and 
women were lying on every side. The houses 
of the Mahommedins were burned, and the 
principal mosque almost razed tothe ground. 
Dead pigs have been thrown into the wells 
with the corpses ‘of Mahommedan children. 
Troops are still patrolling the streets. The 
Mahommedans are a small minority of the 
population, 


Corea. , 
YoxouaMa, August 11.—About 5 o’clock 
in the evening of July 23 an organized body 
of insurgents took possession of the main 
thoroughfares in Seoul, the capital of Corea, 


and attacked the royal residénce and 
Japanese Legation. The latter Envoy 
and Consul escaped, with some twenty 


followers and made their way to the palace 
for protection but found it already in posses- 
sion of the rioters. They then retreated to 
Jinsenyaport fifteen miles distant. Being 
repeatedly assaiied on the way, four were 
killed, three wounded and several are miags- 
ing. The survivors among whom were the 
Envoy and Consul reached the British sur- 
veying bhi be neighborhood. 

Arrivirg at Nagasaki a Japanese ship-of- 
war was ordered to Corea to rescue the im- 
perilied Japanese and obtain information as 
to the cause of the outbreak, but to 
avoid discussion or dispute. The 
vessel returned August 4, announc- 
ing that the Japanese at Seoul ghad 
probably been slaughtered and the capital 
was inastate of anarchy. Of the royal in- 
mates of the palace the King alone was 
spared. The Queen was murdered, his heir, 
and the latter’s betrothed, both children, 
were poisoned.

FREEZING WITH AMMONIA. 


A Description of an $80,000 Refrig- 
erator.

525,000 Cubic Feet of Space Cooled by 
a Steam Engine. 


The artof producing cold artificially, or, 
more correctly, of abstracting heat, is one 
that is little knvewa, and has 
not been much applied generally. 
yet it iskngwn tothose who study the mat- 
ter that itis possible to freeze meat without 
the use of ice, and to render a whole building 
icy cold by the simple burning of coal. The 
process and application of the method of re- 
frigeration under combideration is the work

LEY was very clear. Even the editor of the 
Cincinnati Commercial, who knows nothing 
about war except through reading 
the able essays of S. ROMEO REED, saw 
point. In penetrating Egypt by 
way of the canal, where the navy 
protect him and keep up his sup- 
plies, Genetal W OLSELEY displays the same 
sort of genius that JeaN GOUJON exhibits 
every day in entering his potato patch 
through the open gate instead of climbing 
over the fence. Queen VICTORIA, who is

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OF course the friends and advocates of the 
Prohibition cause in this State are interested 
in the workings of anti-liquor laws in other 
soveleignties.

Ile found sixty-two cases. A mob of twoor 
three hundred thirsty people gathered at the 
place and witnessedin agony the sacrifice 
about to be made. The beer had been 


‘brought to town for campxign purposes. 


There isto be an election in Maine on the 
llth prox..and the Republican politicians 
had laid in a little refreshment for 
ihe bovs.

A JUDICIAL CONFERENCE, 


Nisi Prius Judges Summoned Here tg 
Discuss Legal Defects. 


A judietal conference of nisi prius Judges 
throughout the State willbe heid to-morrow 
in the Circuit Judges’ *consultation room at 


the Court-house. It is expected thatabout 
fifteen of the Judges from the country cir- 
cuits will be in attendance and 
Judges Lindley and Thayer, of this circuit, 
willbe present. Those who are unabie to at- 
tend wilt furnish written suggestions in com- 
pliance with the following circular, issued by 
Judge Thomas, of Jefferson county: 

S1ir—I and some of my prethren of the 
bench have expressed a desire to meet all the 
risi prius Judges of the State. I suggest the 
consultation rvom ofthe Judges in the Court- 
house of St. Louis, on Aucust 29, at 10 o’clock 
a.m., as the time and place where we can 
convene. 

The objects we have in view are: 

1. To form each otner’s acauaintance, 

2. To consu't in reference to rules of prac- 
tice, and the various methods of transacting 
public business. 

3. To considér such questions as are ap- 
propriate for us to consider under section 
1066, Revised Statutes 1879. 

4. To dete:mine whether it be advisable 
or expedient to organize permanently and 
meet at stated times in future. We conti- 
dently believe that much good may be ac- 
complished by such a conference, that legal 
reform may be promoted, and our judi- 
cial system elevated ‘and improved. You 
are earnestly requested to attend, 
and we hope that you will take the same 
view of this matter as others take and honor 
us with your counsel and advice, If it should 
beso you could not attend in person we 
would be pleased to have you furnish the 
conference with such written suggestions 
as you  ciose_ to make  touch- 
ing the above topics or topies of a 
kindred nature.

and it shall be the duty of the presiding 
officer of either Senate or House, to whom 
such report may be made, to*lay the same 
before their respective houses action 
thereon.

must have been appraised of the vendetta; 
| but, as no One could identify him as the lover

| was betrayed. Oa the birth of her baby Sko- 
beletf’s mistress could not forego sending 
for her old family Burse. This 
disclosed her whereabouts. Her step- 
son, the Hubgarian, was, it seem, calculate 
iag on fidding the ruaaway by keeping watch 
on berfamily. At anv rate pe was in St. 
Petersburg almost as soon as the Princess’ 
nurse. He discovered the truth just as Gen. 
Skobeleff was ordered to one of those fright- 
ful campaigns inthe wilderness of Northern 
Asia, and was, of course, compelled to fure- 
go Whalever plans he mav Rave matured, a- 
he could not accompany the army. He wro'e 
the Princess,however, warning her that be 
had found ber out, and informing ber that 
he had bis family’s honor to avenze. 

Knowing Skobeleff’s prowees ia dueiling, 
inetead of chaiiengiug bim be sent him an ine 
sulting letter whicashouid force a coa lenge 
from bim,and then he,the Hungarian, wouid 
have the choice of weapons. Butit so bap- 
pened that the letter did not reach the Gen- 
eral unti! be had crossed the Empire and 
was on the confines of Asia. He then sent a 
messenger back informing the Priace that 
he sbould expect satisfaction as soop as he 
returned to civilization. Two years iater 
Skobeleff was back in St. Pete sburg. He 
waited weeks forthe appearacce of bis an- 
tagonist, and finally wrotehim at his Hua- 
garian estate. e received no answer. 
Meanwhie the Pri®cees had resumed her 
femaie attire and accompanied the General 
in all bis expeditions. ia 1878, while Skobe- 
jeff was besieging Pievua, no woman being 
allowed in the army, the Princess made a 
visitto her people. She bad barely arrived 
home when she as suddenly acd inexviicably 
disappeared. Hert people couldo’t imagiae 
what had befailea ber, and frantic search 
was made inall directiens. The only clew 
was the story of a peasant, who beard 
screams and saw a horseman flying a'oug the 
road toward the Polish frontier with what 
seemed a large sack on his saddie. A mem- 
ber of the family at once set out forthe Hun- 
garian’s castie. But the Prioce was not at 
home, nor bad be been for some months. 

Sxobeieff was then sapprised of the disap - 
pearance, aod he at once fixed the abduction 
upon the revengeful siep-son But the war 
was too critical io give Bim a chance to set 
outin quest of the iost love, even if be had 
been dispored te. Indeed, the loss of the 
young Wumon does not seem to have made 
much impression upon Skobeieff, for he had 
grown tired ofher.

Nast, Matt Morgan, Keppler and 
Others—A Talk With 
Jump.

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Mr. E. Jump,the caricaturist, who from a 
long sojourninthis city is one of the best- 
known artists in this section of the country, 
is in town engaged on the illustrations of 
Commodore Roilirgpin’s “St. Louis Exposi- 
tion.’”? Among’ other attractions in this 
publication willbe two cartoons, full size, 
which will contain the portraits 
of over 700 prominent St. Louis eftizens, in 
a scene located in the amphitheater of the 
Fair Grounds. A POST-DISPATCH reporter 
met Mr. Jumpthe other evening and had a 
pleasant chat with him about the men whose 
caricaturing has made them famous; through- 
cut the country. Mr. Jump firft stated that 
there was scarcely any striking peculiarity to 
distinguish the profession “except,” said ne, 
‘that they area great deallike newspaper 


| men.”? 

‘‘Are caricaturists engaged on the illus- 
trated journals on a regular salary ?’’ 

‘‘Some of the best known are engaged reg- 
ularly, but a number refuse to make any 
binding contracts, preferring to work on the 
outside and sell their ideas and sketches, but 
there are objections to doing this, inasmuch 


us unprincipled foremen can and 
often do steal an idea that has been 
offered for sale and refused. Of course 


they will not have a facsimile of the picture 
ofivred, but the.ruling idea will prevail, and 
in caricature, ideas ate what makes them 
popular. On this account the best known 
men work reguiarly for one firm, and it is 
the best way, as they bave a sure incomg, and 
can profit by the ideas of the attaches of the 
journal. It 1s not to be noice 


that men like Tom Nast originate 
all their own pictures, for ‘*'Pro Bono Pub- 
lico” and **Constant Reader” write as much 
to Harper’s and Leslie’s as they do to the 
vreat dalies and often suggestan idea that 
touched up by an artist’s pencil becomes a 
famous caricature, and then the editors and 
reporters often furnish a good subject. 
NAST. 

Of course Nast gets aillthe credit, and has 
thus become the acknowledyed caricaturist 
of this country. Of course I do not wish to 
detract from his merit; his work proves his 
ability.’? 

‘*‘Whatis there about Nast that would in-

THE POLICE PATROL. 


Extension of the New System—How it 
Works. 


The police patrol station house in the Cen- 
tral District is now completed and ready for 
occupation. The wagon is ready and it is 
probable that it will be placedin service on 
Thursday of this week. With: it there 
will be three wagons on Guty, 
one in the. Third District and one 
at the Chestnut street sub-station. 
The two already in use have worked to the 
entire satisfaction of the Board of Police 
Commissioners and the officials of the de- 
partment. The use of the wagons is adapted 
tothe running in of persons too drunk to 
walk or who from some cause would present 
an unseemly spectacle on the street, the raid- 
ing of disorderly and direputable houses and 


forthe suppression of riots when they oc- 
cur. The wagon, with its complement of blue- 
coats seems to create a wholesome terror in 
the breasts of the toughs and thieves in those 
districts where its appearance is most fre- 
quent. In the raid on Jesse Wood’s *‘crap 
house,” at No. 308 North Levee, made about 
two weeks ago by Chief of Detectives Frank 
Watkins, its good offices were to be partic- 
ularfy noticed. In that haul twenty-one 
burly egroes were captured by four 
detectives, and without the slight- 
est objection being made on the 
part of the colored people. In the excite- 
ment attending the affair a large crowd of 
unwashed denizens of the levee congregated 
around the place to see the fun, but mo 
demonstration of a pugnacious character was 
noticed. In Watkins’ opinion the unusual 
quiet attending the raid was due entirely to 
the patrol wagon, in that it constituted an 
important elementinthe dignity of.the law 
and of the police’s ability. to enforce it. 
He heard remarks dropped by the 
lookers-on that the “police meant biSiness 
when they came in wagons,” and others of 
like character. Any Way as a means of ex- 
pediting arrests the wagon may be used to 
adivantege, The three stations already sup- 
plied have now in operation fifty of the tele- 
phone boxes. Over one hundred more are now 
storedin the armory at the Four Courts 
ready tobe putup. The work of erecting 
poles on O’Fation and contiguous 
streets for stsinging wires is now ing 
prosecuted, and it is probable the 
boxes will be in position during the next two 
weeks. Pians have been submitted for 
houses in the Second and Fourth Districts, 
and they will be built as soon as the contracts 
have been awarded. The horses will be pur- 
chased very soon and properly: trained in 
their work. Thoseinusein the Third Dis- 
trictand at the Chestnut Street Station have 
already resched a state of perfection in this | 
regard.
